If any person 
thinks that they might be infected 
with any disease they ought to go to 
the Local Registrar who will free 
of charge furnish them with a 
container in which can be 
sent by mail a specimen of the dis- 
charge from the throat and lungs. 
This will be examined IWt »nd if 
thev should be infected and are in 
the tlrst stage they can be treated 
under the supervision of the State 
Itoard Tor Utile expend and very 
often cured, thereby saving other 
members of the family from infec- 
tion.

We used to plant our orchard trees 
too closely together I was looking 
over an old orchard the other day 
where the trees could not have been 
more than twenty Ave feet from each 
other The llmhs were Interlaced and 
the trees are of the old high headed 
type, with branches pointed upward. 
They are har.l to spray, hard to prune 
and hard to pick fruit f r om We have 
changed our Ideas of orchard trees 
since they were set out and are plant- 
ing them much farther apart. 

With the more distantly planted 
trees has come the Idea of fillers to 
oa» some of the available space that 
looks as though It were being wasted 
are small,

The tree that makes an Ideal filler Is 
one that Is short-lived 
gin to die of their own accord It 
not hurt the tree owner when he has 
to cut them out of the way of longer 
lived varieties 

It Is hard to cut down a thrifty 
and bearing tree, but unless the Own- 
er has made up his mind that he will 
do this he should never set the fillers 
In the renter of the tree squares. 
Where there Is any market for elums 
they make a good tree for this pur- 
pose. When the I lum Is used, some 
variety that Is not too rank and vig- 
orous In Its growth should be picked 
out. 

Pears would make fine fillers If It 
wore not for one reason A pear tree 
lives too long. It Is likely to be Just 
at the beginning of Its user 
when the apple trees sround It 
to crowd In and need more room. You

Alfslfs. one of the oldest sn 
widespread of crops, csn be 
In this country as fsr ss climate Is 
concerned, In every state, but In the 
humid sections It is very exsrtlng In 
the character of soil snd treatment 
required The following llit.of "don'ts," 
published by the U. 8. department 
of agriculture In Farmers' Bulletin 
No. 339 will, therefore, be of Interest: 
Ten Don'ts for ths Alfalfa Qrewsr. 

Don't fsll to provide for smple In- 
oculation. 

Don't sow poor or weedy seed. 

Don't sow on a weedy soil 

Don't sow on any but a sweet, well 
limed soli. 

Don't sow on poorly drained soil. 

Don't sow on any but a flnely pre- 
pared, well-settled seed bed. 

Don't pasture the first or second 
year. 

Don't lose the leaves: they consti- 
tute the best part of the hay. 

Don't seed a large acreage to be- 
gin with. Experiment on a small area 
first. 

Don't give up Many prominent al- 
falfa 

after many 

The first essential, as these "don'ts" 
show, is proper soil. A deep, fertile, 
well-drained soli, rich In lime and 1 
reasonably free from weeds Is Indis- 
pensable, and It Is useless to attempt 
to grow alfalfa on any other kind of i 
land. The lack or. any one or these 
qualities la very apt to be the cause 
of failure especially In the East and 
South, where at best alfalfa is pro- 
duced with some difficulty. 

The plant Is a deep-feeding one and 
usually sends Its roots down many 
feet to obtain food and moisture 
which are out of reach of the shallow- 
rooted crops. On soil that lacks 
depth alfalfa Is unable to utilize Its 
deep-feeding roots and Is, therefore, 
less able to withstand the attack of 
surface feeding weeds. An exception 
to this seems to be found In the case 
sf soils that are underlaid by lime- 
stone at a depth of some eighteen 
Inches or two feet. 

Weeds are. In raet, one or the 
greatest enemies or siralfo. The 
young plants are Tery tender and are 
apt to be killed during their early 
stages or growth. For this reason It 
Is good practice to raise some culti- 
vated crop on the ground ror two or 
three seasons before alfalfa Is plant- 
ed. If this Is not practicable some 
such crop as cowpeas. which natural- 
ly prevent the growth of 



rommerclal fertilizers must be em- 
ployed If the best results are hoped 
for. It must always be borne In mind 
that alfalfa requires rich soil. It can- 
not be grown on any kind of land 
that happena to lie handy for the 
farmer. On the other hand, with 
proper conditions and care Its yield 
will be sufficient to Justify the use 
of the richest and 
on the farm. In the East It Is i 
best to develop the fertility of 
of the high, rolling land and seed 
thst. Bottom lands should be 
ed; not only Is the danger from 
on such 
solutely 

Overflows from 
fatal to It during Its 
Hod In ract. It Is unusual for It to 
survive more than 24 hours of com- 
plete submergence, slthough during 
its dormant period In the winter It Is 
less susceptible 

Not the least difficulty that the al- 
falfa grower must face is the neces- 
sity ror thorough Inoculstlon of the 
soil In regions where the proper bac- 
teria are not supplied by nature. 
Throughout the western half of the 
United States Inoculation In general 
does not appear to be necessary, hnt 
In the East the grower who neglects 
this precaution Is practically certain 
to lose his time. There are two 
methods now In general use. The 
bacteria may be supplied either by 
scattering the soil from a successful 
alfalfa field, or by cultures. The ar- 
tificial cultures are supplied by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and their use explained In detail 
In the printed matter which accom- 
panies the bottle of culture. After 
being mixed with the clean water snd 
certain chemicals these cultures sre 
applied to the seed, which Is then 
dried In a shaded place and sown as 
soon as possible. When this method 
Is successful at all It appears to be 
fully as much bo as the scattering of 
soil.

In ths northern snd central latitudes 
rrom the middle or November till ths 
last part of January Is ths best 




rore. should be svolded wherever pos- 
sible. It Is. however, preferable In 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and the Ds- 
kotas where any but spring or esrly 
summer stands are very apt to win- 
terkill. In general, the principle un- 
derlying the time or seeding is to sow 
as tar In advance as possible or what 
promises to be the most trying season 
ror the young plants. In the East 
and South a late summer seeding Is 
usually best. This ensbles sn esrlier 
crop to be removed rrom the lsnd 
snd gives alfalfa ample time to make 
a growth before the winter sets In: s 
fsct which gives ths plsnts a good 
start In the following spring, and aids 
them successfully to resist the Inroad 
of weeds. 

Ths conditions thst determine the 
•time for seeding alfalfa indirectly de- 
termine also the crops which should 
precede It. Where late summer seed- 
ing Is practiced a truck crop which 
matures early will ensble one crop 
to be secured that sesson and still 
allow time for the preparation or the 
land for alfaira. I'nder such clrrum 
stsnces the fertilizer demanded by 
ths truck crop will probsbly be suffi- 
cient for the alfalfa. Another method 
which has the sdvantsge of ridding 
the soil of weeds, although It Is not 
so economical In Its use of land. Is 
to plant a clean culture crop, such as 
corn, cotton or tobscco. These crops 
also require heavy applications of 
manure, and the culture given them 
will destroy any wseds that may havs 
been Introduced with the msnure. 
Ordtnsrily It Is Impossible to get 
j thesj crops off the land in time for 
late summer seeding or alfalfa and It 
ia consequently good practice to seed 
a green manure crop, such ss hairy 
vstcu or clover, which can be cut for 
hay In the following spring, the stab- 
bis plowed under snd the land than 
prepared for alfalfa.

mined, complete failures occasionally 
occur; more frequently, in ract, than 
when Inoculation Is practiced hy the 
transfer of soil. In the fatter case 
rrom 300 to 800 pounds or soli per 
acre should be used. Care should be 
taken to obtain the soil only rrom 
healthy stands known to be free rrom 
noxious weeds or plant diseases. To 
secure and handle such quantities of 
soli Is necessarily a somewhat burden- 
some and expensive business, and it 
Is, therefore, desirable to obtain the 
soil rrom as near by as possible. 
When no good soil Is available In the 
Immediate vicinity It Is best to seed 
a very small area the first sesson and 
to use this soil for lnoculstlng larger 
areas later on. Where only a small 
quantity of soil Is available, very sat- 
isfactory results csn ordinarily he ob- 
tained by mixing the seed with an 
equal quantity, pound for pound, of 
thei"
